The Federal Council of Church- 
es of America was founded in 1908, 
embracing representatives from a 
large group of denominations. Stu- 
dents of its commitments, deeds, 
and hook-ups, declare that it has 
been, and now is, led by “radicals,” 
“‘nacifiists,” “political ecclesiatics,”’ 


“internationalists,”’ and “Commu- 
nistic’” sympathizers. All of these 
characterizations have been made 
by orthodox leaders of various de- 
nominations, and by lovers of 
Americanism,. represented in. the 
investigating committees of the 
House of Congress. 


The work of the Federal Council 
of Churches of America has been 
so shady, so un-American, and so 
radical that a committee from the 
Intelligence Department of the Na- 
vy condemned it, as well as the 
Dies Committee. The investigation 
of the Intelligence Department of 
the Navy is found in the Congres- 
sional Record of the House, dated 
August 17, 1935, and the findings 
of the Dies Committee is included 
in its voluminous records compiled 
during the past two years.

What Presbyterian Editor Says 


Christian Beacon, a Presbyterian 
paper, edited by Carl McIntire, 
Camden, New Jersey, says, August 
15, 1940, edition: 


“We are constantly reminded by 
our radios of the free time that is 
given to the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ of America as 
the representatives of Protestant- 
ism. We have yet to hear the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ presented by 
any of these leaders of the Federal 
Council. The Federal Council is 
working for a new social order. 
The present one is wrong in prin- 
ciple. It distresses us greatly to 
realize that this time given by the 
radio stations to the. Protestant 
churches is not being used to save 
the souls of men and to hold up be- 
fore men Jesus Christ and His 
atoning blood. -‘The Roman .Cath- 
olics and the Jews do not fail to 
use their time. Just now the Ro- 
man Catholics in their free time 
are presenting the claims of the 
Catholic, strengthening their posi- 
tion, aggressively propagandizing 
in behalf of their church. The Fed- 
eral Council does not represent 
Protestantism. Are the Protestants 
of America not to be fed Protest- 
antism, the glory of the protestant 
heritage, and receive instead a 
milk and water socialism? A pink 
Communism will have its dis- 
astrous effect upon the land in not 
many years. 


“The Federal Council also, as 
we have previously pointed. out, 
controls the appointment of Prot- 
estant chaplains—at least the ap- 
proval of all Protestant chaplains 
is in its hands, and in this way it 
controls the appointment of Prot- 
estant chaplains. 


“Both of these matters are most 
vital and are currently before the 
public. Christians should do all in 
their power to offset the influence 
of the Federal Council. They may 
pray that God will bring relief and 
deliverance. They should work to 
keep their own church out of the 
Federal Council. They should also 
point out in their discussion with 
other Christians that the Federal 
Council does not represent all the 
Protestant churches in America, 
although it claims that prerogative 
and is recognized as such by many 
organizations and _ institutions. 
Christians may also circulate liter- 
ature showing concrete evidence of 
the position of the Federal Council. 


“The Federal Council is no friend 


of the business man. The new so- 


cial order which the Federal Coun- 
cil leaders would bring in would 
make ‘a Christian Socialism’ syn- 
onymous with the Kingdom of God.

“The Churches, which in them- 
Selves transcend national frontiers, 
have a peculiar responsibility to 
help expand men’s loyalties to in- 
clude the whole number of the 
children of our Heavenly Father, 
and the world government required 
by their common needs * * *, 


“The Churches should make 
available machinery for registering 
conscientious objectors in their lo- 
cal churches and with their nation- 
al bodies. There is a growing feel- 
ing that the churches should chal- 
lenge the principle of military con- 
scription, that the exercise of con- 
Science on the part of its citizens 
may be protected * * *, 

“The League for Industrial De- 
mocracy, which propagandizes for 
a Socialist America, is represented 
among churchmen by one of its by- 
products, the Church League for 
industrial Democracy — Bishop E. 
L. Parsons, president, and Bishop 
McConnell, vice-president. In a 
statement, Bishop Parsons said: 


“‘A new order is coming wheth- 
er we like it or not. We are living 
in the twilight of the gods of cap- 
italism. We cannot help the com- 
ing night, but we can do our part 
in trying to make the new order, 
whose dawn a not far distant gen- 
eration will welcome. 


“*There are many hateful and 
un-Christian things in Russian 
Communism, but there is at least 
Something in a society in which 


-"__ youth is brought up to serve the 


community rather than to seek 
Success in the form in which we 
commonly think of it in America 
today.’ ”’ 


Some Facts About Federal Council 
Presidents (Christian Beacon) 


“DR. GEORGE A. BUTTRICK 
(1940) — English .born; Emer- 
gency Peace Campaign speaker; 
Signer, with many Federal Council 
leaders, of statement denouncing 
Catholic Church of Spain, and de- 
fending Communist regime of 
Spain. The statement, published at 
Community Party printing estab- 
lishment, is still sold (May, 1940) 
at Communist bookstore.” He is 
the present president of the Fed- 
eral Council. His unfaithfulness to 
his Presbyterian faith is now under 
serious fire by his brethren. ( Ed.) 


“REV. EDGAR DEWITT JONES 
(1987) —- Emergency Peace Cam- 
paign sponsor; co-signer, with sev- 
eral other Federal Council leaders, 
of the booklet, ‘SPAIN,’ which 
sought to justify the killing, by 
Communist-led firing squads, of 


priests and nuns in Spain. The doc- 
ument was sold in Communist 
book-stores and distributed, free, 
by Amkino, official Soviet Union 
film agency, to promote Communist 
propaganda motion picture.” He 
was Federal Council president 
from 1936-1938 and is listed in the 
Communistic Party’s Daily Work- 
er (3-12-39, page 2) as chairman 
of a meeting at Olympic Stadium, 
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Detroit, sponsored by the Commu- 
nist American League for Peace 
and Democracy. (Ed.) 


“REV. ALBERT W. BEAVEN 
(1933) — Emergency Peace Cam- 
paign sponsor; signer, with 44 oth- 
ers, of a-—National Religious and 
Labor Foundation letter to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, urging him to go 
farther to the LEF'T and to Social- 
ize America. The letter said in 
part: “ ‘We hold that there can be 
no recovery so long as the nation 
depends on palliative legislation in- 
side the capitalistic system.’ ”’ 
(Christian Beacon.) He also signed 
a letter, with 33 others, in 1935, re- 
questing President Roosevelt to ‘go 
farther to the left.’ The letter said: 


“We urge you to take drastic 
steps, in cooperation with your as- 
sociates in government, to see that 
the standard of living of ali peo- 
.ple rises to the level made possible 
through socializing our potential 
resources. This improvement in- 
volves transferring the distribution 
of the necessities of life, as well as 
other consumption goods to coop- 
eratives. It. involves the nationali- 
zation of the basic industries and 
the building of an inclusive trade 
union movement which will insure 
social justice to the worker.” (Is 
the Federal Council 4 Dead Issue? ) 


“BISHOP FRANCIS J. McCON- 
NELL (1932) — This brother, as 
indicated, was president of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
America, 1932, and he has 
maintained membership and offi- 
cial connections with the follow- 
ing widely recognized Commu- 
nistic or Socialistic or subversive 
organizations. These organizations 
are: Methodist Federation of So- 
cial Service, the Socialist Party, 
Anti-Dies Committee Bloc, Peo- 
ple’s Lobby, League for Industrial 
Democracy, United Christian Coun- 
cil for Democracy, War Registers 
League, American League for 
Peace and Democracy, Church 
League for Industrial Democracy, 
National Religion and Labor Foun- 
dation, American Civil Liberties 
Union.”’ (Christian Beacon.) Thus 
we see how far-reaching the sub- 
versive connections of this former 
president of the Federal Council of 
Churches of America, 


Now why these connections? It 
seems that these connections are 
for the purpose of forcing a new 
social order upon us. 


A further word concerning this 
liberal socialist. Bishop McConnell 
said in “The Christ-like God’: 
“Some ardent teachers would al- 
most make Him {Christ) the first 
person, as did a celebrated Meth- 
odist theologian who once spoke 
of Jesus as God Almighty. * * * 
Some students can hardly explain 
their resentment of the tendency to 
deify Jesus, since the tendencies 
seem to rob him of his supreme 
value of a human ideal. * * * Is not 
this tendency to deify Jesus more 
heathen than Christian? Are we 
not more truly Christian when we 
cut loose from a heathen propen- 
sity and take Jesus simply for the 
character that he was and the ideal 
that he is? * * * Back in the early 
days of the church there were 
some—probably only a few—think- 
ers who taught that Satan had a 
claim on the souls of men which 
only the death of the Son of God 
could satisfy, and that God met the 
obligation by sending the Son to 
the Cross. As an intellectual con- 
struction this theory arouses only 
amused pity today * * *.” (Is the 
Federal Council a Dead Issue?) 


“DR. IVAN LEE HOLT (1936) 
—Emergency Peace Campaign 
sponsor.” Now, quoting from the 
“Christian Beacoh,”’ August 15, 
1940, Mr. Holt speaking to the 
Methodist Young People’s Confer- 
ence, with 5000 delegates in at- 
tendance, January 7, 1936, “defend- 


ed the Soviet Union from attack.

The Beacon, published August

A. Buttrick, the present president 
of the Federal Council of Churches, 
holds membership in three Com- 
munistic front organizations—Fel-

The chart shows that Dr. Sam- 
uel McCrea Cavert a member of 
the Federal Council of Churches, 
is an official in The War Registers 
League and The North American 
Committee to Aid Spanish Democ- 
racy. 

The chart shows that Rev. Sher- 
wood Eddy, a member of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches, holds 
membership in the Methodist Fed- 
eration for Social Service, The So- 
cialist Party, The Anti-Dies Com- 
mittee Bloc, The People’s Lobby, 
The League for Industrial Democ- 
racy, The United Christian Council 
for Democracy, The War Registers 
League, The American League for 
Peace and Democracy, The North 
American Committee to Aid Span- 
ish Democracy, The Church League 
for Industrial Democracy, The Na- 
tional Religion and Labor Founda- 
tion, and The American Civil Lib- 
erties Union. 

Mr. McIntire, Editor of The Bea- 
con, lists sixty Federal Council of- 
ficers, leaders, and members .who 
carry membership in a few, or in 
many, of the “front” or subversive 
organizations of our land. 


What Evangelical Christians Say 
About Federal Council of 
Churches of America 


Rev. William Ward Ayer, Pastor 
of Calvary Baptist Church, New 
York City, as quoted in the New 
York Times, March 22, 1937, says: 

“The Federal Council of Church- 
es very well represents liberal 
Protestantism, not evangelical 
Protestantism. The Federal Coun- 
cil more often speaks for the Com- 
munistic shibboleth than the Gos- 
pel one. It has the backing of the 
extreme Socialistic groups through- 
out the land.” (Christian Beacon.) 


Rey. Caleb R. Stetson, former 
Rector of Trinity Parish, New 
York City, said: 

*T am also immensely relieved 
* * * that we are free from en- 
tangling and federations of church- 
es which, while officially stating 
that they do not represent the co- 
operating communions, are never- 
theless regarded as doing so by the 
general public. I earnestly hope 
that our Church will have suffi- 
cient wisdom to remain free from 
any* official connection with such 
federations of whatever name. 
They may well prove to be embar- 
rassing alliances — in the field of 
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respectability, and the same who, 
according to recent press dispatch- 
es prayed for the speedy triumph 
of Communism. There are hun- 
dreds and thousands of lesser red 
lights who seek to reflect the great 
Red glow of Moscow in American’ 
Church circles.” (Is the Federal 
Council a Dead Issue?) 


What National Leaders Think 


Dr. W. B. Riley says: 

“Judging from the past, I have 
no ardent hopes that my warnings 
will be regarded, but when I make 
my final account to God, I cart at 
least say I was not silent. 

“As I have shown you, the Fed- 
eral Council is not, as the words, 
‘Churches of Christ,’ would indi- 
cate, a body of born again follow- 
ers of the Son of God, but the 
friend and co-worker of Commu- 
nists and atheists, both sworn ene- 
mies of the Church.” (Is the Fed- 
eral Council a Dead Issue?) 


Dr. Dan Gilbert says: 

“Christian Americans, for: the 
sake of your children, for the love 
of your Lord and Saviour, arouse 
yourselves. Arm yourselves with 
the Sword of the Spirit, and, under 
God, stand firm, without compro- 
mise, without fear, without reser- 
vation, against the advancing 
army of destruction, this ‘united 
front’ onslaught of the combined 
forces of religious apostasy and red 
anarchy.” (Is the Federal Council 
a Dead Issue?) 


The Dies Committee says: 
‘“The radical affiliations of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ is a subject of extensive 
discussion. Apparently, in lieu of 
promoting Christianity among its 
several members it more represents 
a huge political machine and ap- 
pears to intermeddle with radical 
politics. Its directorate indicates 
that it interlocks with many of the 
most extreme radical organiza- 
tions.” This statement is taken 
from a sworn testimony before the 
Dies Committee. (Christian Bea- 
con. ) 

The Dies Committe further says 
the Federal Council possesses a 
strategical position from which to 
direct radical political trend of 
thought.” (Christian Beacon.) 


The United States Department 
of Naval Intelligence says of the 
Federal Council: 

“This is a large radical, pacifist 
organization. It probably repre- 
sents 20,000,000 Protestants in the 
United States. However, its leader- 
ship consists of a small radical 
group which dictate its policies. It 
is always extremely active in any 
matter against national defense.” 
This statement was entered in the 
Congressional Record, August 17, 
1935. (Christian Beacon.)

It has been 
a treat to watch him in his battle 
for his cooperative principles hour 
after hour in our smaller discus- 
sion groups assigned to the sec- 
tion on ‘the church and the chang- 
ing social and economic order.’ ”’ 

Writing in the Atlantic Month- 
ly on the subject, “Kagawa: Pro- 
letarian Saint,’ Paul Hutchinson 
says of him: 7 

“He often couches his most rad- 
ical social ideas in a mystical 
phraseology which still employs 
the familiar terms of orthodox pi- 
ety. Exactly so! This is the method 
whereby Satan’s emissaries would 
fool the saint. Thus the Baptist 
Fundamentalists of the deep south 
hears Kagawa about ‘the cross,’ 
‘the saving blood,’ or ‘the atone- 
ment,’ and goes away edified, while 
all the time the Japanese evange- 
list has been trying to drive home 
a conception of human solidary, 
of the necessity of sacrificing the 
privilege of the few to gain the 
welfare of many, which even a 
Marxist would recognize as ‘prole- 
tarian gospel.’ ”

The first two methods are con- 
demned by the writer; the third, 
while not directly sanctioned or 
condemned, is.one of the state- 
ments most widely quoted against 
the book, and is certainly a case 
of putting beans in the nose!”

Declaration of Principles of Federal 


Council of Churches 


S. Parks Cadman, President of 
Federal Council of Churches, 1924

pity for the lost, every Christian 
ought to win souls. I wonder is 
there any of the milk of human 
kindness in your heart? You say 
that you love God, It ought to be 
so that you’d love men. And how 
can you go day by day with un- 
saved men and women all. about 
you dying and going to a place of 
torment, away from God, unregen- 
erated, without any peace, without 
any hope of redemption through 
eternity, and you not win them? 
I say because of a pity for the 
lost every Christian ought to win 
souls. We feel pity for other things. 
How much more we should pity 
lost sinners. 


When I was a boy on a West 
Texas farm, or ranch, I can re- 
member when we had a great 
bunch of young mules, and it was 
pretty hard to take care of them. 
It was winter time and the feed 
was scarce and some were pretty 
bony, these colts that had been 
weaned. And one winter’s day in 
January I started to drive them to 
the house. They were a wild bunch, 
and some of them broke across the 
creek and through the mud. They 
didn’t go around to the crossing 
place; they didn’t go to the bridge. 

One mule bogged down in the 
mud in the creek and there was 
about two or three feet of water 
—two feet of water, I suppose — 
and he bogged-down and he was 


weak and couldn’t get out. And I} 


saw him there and I tried my best 
to scare him and get him to pull 
out of the mud and get across 
there. But he was weak and the 
bank was steep and he didn’t make 
it very well and finally he just gave 
way and let down in the mud and 
water. And then he was so tired 
and he flopped over on his side and 
his head went under, I just jumped 
right off into that mud and water! 
It was a cold January day. But I 
got in there and pulled his head out 
of the water and propped him up 
and pulled and tugged until I got 
him out of the mud. And that win- 
ter day I got to the house — my 
clothes were nearly frozen on me, 
I was mud from head to foot, but 
I'd saved a fifty-dollar mule colt! 


Isn’t it a strange thing that a 
man would do that for $50.00 and 
he wouldn’t do it for a poor, lost 
soul — to keep a poor, doomed 
soul out of the fires of torment? I 
say, we ought to have an infinite 
pity for the lost and win them to 
Jesus Christ. 


When I lived in Dallas, Texas, 
one of my girls brought in a little 
bit of a bird that fell out of a nest 
in the tree, and weeping she said, 
“Daddy, if I leave it out in the 
front yard the cat will get it. 
Please don’t let the cat get the 
baby bird!” And she said, “What 
will we do?” And she was so brok- 
enhearted and concerned about a 
little baby bird. My heart smites 
me as I tell about it when we have 
such little compassion for uncon- 
verted people! They have the bur- 
dens of life, and sin smarts and 
burns; they have an unrelenting 
eonscience that torments them, and 
one day they must die and meet 
God. And you do not care! What 
kind of a Christian are you when 
you do not love sinners and have 
pity for them? 

I can remember when I was a 
lad in West Texas, eighteen miles 
north of us was Electra, Texas, the 


second big oil field that was opened 
up in Texas. In this oil field they 
had started down with a well and 
they bored down, chugged down 
180 feet. And then the floor of the 
derrick was left uncovered for 
some reason when they started to 
change bits and let down some cas- 
ing to case in the well, and as the 
children played around, a five-year 
old boy stumbled off backward and 
fell down, down, down into that 
well, Feet first he went down into 
the uncompleted oil well. The chil- 
dren screamed and ran and told 
the men near-by, and the father 
of the little boy said, “Oh, my God, 
help us, don’t tell his mother, we'll 
get him out!” And he had a rope 
around his middle in a minute and 


the was down in that hole. But his 


shoulders stuck in hole. It was 
only twelve inches wide ‘down a 
little ways and he couldn’t make 
it. They pulled him up. They tried 
to let a loop down some way to 


| get it over the little fellow—down 


a hundred and eighty feet in the 
bowels of the earth and the salt 
water slowly rising in the hole. 
They tried ev way they could, |; 
but couldn’t ' the little fellow. 


And the water rose until finally 


there was just a little gurgle and 


it wes all over. Finally they let: 
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the grabhooks down into the soft 
og body and pulled it to the sur- 
ace. 

In the meantime from Wichita 
Falls:-and from Vernon and from 
Iowa Park and from Dlectra and 
all the area round about cars began 
to come, hundreds and hundreds 
of cars until the newspaper said 
5,000 people gathered around that 
oil well, and when they got the 
body up, cold now, the men out 
around there—those big old rough- 
necks—sat down and cried like 
babies because they couldn’t save 
the little five-year-old boy! 

Isn’t that strange? In our 
churches we have our formal ways 
and we have our morning prayers 
and preach in good sanctimonious 
tones and the choir sings the dox- 
ology and we go on our little, pid- 
dling ways with no burden, no 
hearts sick for sinners; there is 
no weeping over the lost, there is 
no pleading with God for revivals, 
there is no going out in the high- 
ways and hedges to get. people 
saved! Oh, I say, for pity for the 
lost we ought to win souls. Don’t 
say you love people if you don’t 
try to win people and keep them 
out of Hell. 


You know David said in Psalms 
142:4, “Refuge failed me; no man 
cared for my soul.” Out of pity 
for the lost then, win souls. 


IV. Everybody ought to Win Souls 
Because of Heaven's Reward 


There is another reason, and that 
is there will be a wonderful re- 
ward in Heaven. Oh, the reward, 
the reward for souls saved! You 
know in Daniel, chapter 12, verse 
3 Says that “They that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament; and they that turn 
many to righteousness as the stars 
for ever and ever.” Ah, one day, 
as God gives me grace now to win 
souls, I’m going to rise and shine. 
One of these days I won’t be poor 
any more. One of these days I'll 
not be away from home all the 
time. One of these days I'll have 
my pay day coming; don’t you ever 
think I’ll miss it, or that anyone 
else will miss it who gives them- 
selves to the soul winning busi- 
ness! “They that be wise.’’ I'll tell 
you you are not very bright if you 
don’t win souls.

uries of life and entertainments— 
it will be counted wasted and 
thrown to the wind. 

I say, Christians, then you ought 
to win souls because of the reward. 
You know men look forward a 
long time to a career. If a man is 
to be a doctor he will spend, in 
college two years in pre-medical 
course and then maybe he’ll spend 
four more years then, altogether 
he’ll spend six or seven years in 
his doctor’s work before he gets 
ready, and a year in the hospital 
as an intern. And then later on he 
will take special courses. Why he 
spends years getting ready and 
maybe he is nearly thirty before 
he can have any income. But he 
does that wisely, taking the long 
look in order to be a good doctor 
and save lives arid have an income. 

Well, my dear friend, don’t you 
see how foolish and shortsighted it 
is to live for today when you could 
win souls and have eternal reward 
in Heaven? When I get to Heaven,
